Transplanting | 

When small, practically any| 
plant can be moved if we observe | 
a few simple rules, The main thing | 
is to keep the roots away from the | 
air and to cover quickly and firm. | 
ly with fine moist soil. Watering 


during and immediately after 
transplanting is essential, unless | 
the soil is very moist. Also if pos- | 


sible, supply a little shade for the 


first few hours or a day or two. | 
With big things like trees and} 
shrubbery, it is advisable to tie) 


trunks or main stem firmly to a 
stake to prevent the wind loosen- 
ing. If there are only a few things | 
to move, one should do the job in| 
the evening and preferably when | 
there is no wind. Above all it is 
most important to cover the roots 
well and keep the soil firmly 
pressed around them. To speed 
growth and lessen the shock of 
moving it is a good plan to sprinkle 
a little chemical fertilizer around

Finer the Better 

There is nothing the average 
seed likes better than a bed of 
finely worked soil. Of course mois- 
and fertility will be necess- 
ary, too, but it is almost impos- 
sible to over-emphasize the im- 
portance of having the soil fine. 
Especially is this so when seed to 


be sown is tiny like that of let- 
tuce, carrots, alyssum or portu- 
laca, If the seed bed is coarse 


and lumpy it will be impossible to 
keep out air and either the seeds 
will not germinate at all or they 
are liable to produce only weak 
plants. It will pay well to run 
rake or cultivator through a few 


} extra times. 


Just to make sure of a fine seed 
vegetables, likes carrots 
and lettuce and particularly where 
the land is heavy, many gardeners 
scoop out a shallow trench along 
the row and fill in with some 
specially prepared fine loam or 
humus. The improvement in germ- 
ination, where this extra precau- 
tion is taken, will be astonishing. 


Power Saves Labour 

Where one has more than the 
average sized lot, a garden trac-| 
tor and a power lawn mower will 
save a lot of time and hard work. 
These machines are not expensive | 
and, given a minimum of care, 
they will last for many years. 
They will do the work at least 
five times faster then by hand, It 
is a mistake to purchase too large 
especially in tractors. 
The smaller types are much more 
easily handled, Experienced gard- 
eners also advise buying more and 
smaller power units, rather than a 
big tractor with a

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F. I. L, A. LENDS OVER 
97 MILLION IN 1953

During the year ended Dec. 31, 
1953 a total of $97,892,760 was 
loaned under the Farm Improve- 
ment Loans Act. This informat- 
ion was contained in the Annual 
Report tabled in the Houses of 
Commons by the Minister of Fi- 
nance, Hon. Douglas Abbott. 

Since the inception of the Act 
ten years ago a total of $451,5382.- 
842 has been borrowed by Can- 
adian farmers. 

The Prairie Provinces accoun- 
ted for 70% of the loans obtainea 
which slight de- 
crease from the preceding year. 
However, increases were record- 
Quebec—26%, in Nova 
Scotia—21%, and in British Col- 
umbia—-17°%. The other provin- 
ses showed little change from 
1952. 

Since the inception of the Act 
$313,403,652 or 69.4% of the 
money borrowed has been r 
paid. During this period losses 
have been only .02% of the totel 
volume. This high repayment rec- 
ord and low loss iatio can hardly 
however; be considered normal 
in this field of lending. The Gov- 
ernment paid 95 claims during 
1953 amounting to $52,387. A 
total of 175 claims amounting to 
$90,771 have been paid since the 
Act came into force. 

Last year 73,934 loans totallin 
$88,057,198 were obtained for 
farm implements. This represents 
90% of all the money borrowed 
during 1953. Nearly three-quat- 
ters of the $88,000,000 spent on 
machinery was borrowed by far- 
mers in the Prairie Provinces. 

During 1953 there were finan 
ced under this Act 29,603 trac- 
tors, 13,272 trucks, 12,772 com- 
bines and 1,241 threshers. These 
totals include both new and used 
units. It is estimated 46% of all
